MEASURE DEEMED SURE TO PASS. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

@pringfield, Il, April 12.—[Special.]}—Com- 
prehensive revision of the railroad and ware- 
house laws of Illinois came to the verge of 
accomplishment tonight. A bill, agreed upon 
by railroads, shippers, consumers, and labor, 
was accepied as a substitute for all pending 
railroad and commerce bills and wes reported 
favorably from the house committee on rall- 
roads. 

The bill elevates the IlMnois railroad and 
warehouse commission to a level with the fed- 
eral interstate commerce commission in its 
reldtion to interstate traffic. 

To the amplified powers of the commission 
are specifically added the power to fix and 
regulate freight and passenger rates, to as- 
gume jurisdiction over express, steamboat. 
lines, and sleeping car companies, to sit in 
judgment in all conflicts between the trans- 
portation companies and the people, and to 
have access to the ‘internal financial affairs 
of the transportation companies for the pur- 
pose of rete making or settling issues at 
stake. 

Sangamon Court Arbiter, 

The Circuit court of Sangamdn county, 
gitting in Springfield, is constituted the court 
ef appeal from the decisions of the com- 
mission, from which direct appeal is traced 
to the Supreme court of the state. The San- 
gamon Circuit court will bear lke relation 
to the state railway and warehouse commis- 
sion as does the federal commerce court to 
the interstate commerce commission. 

The agreement was reached without any 
serious difficulty, and it is said tonight to be 
the greatest advance step which has been 
taken by Illinois with respect to the rail- 
roads and the commerce of the state since 
the creation of the railroad and warehouse 
commission, forty years ago. 

It is conceded generally thet with the 
eactment of the bill, which is deemed cer- 
tain, Illinoig steps into the lead with respect 

-to railroad legislation and sets a pattern 
for other states in the enactment of laws 
which will put them in touch with the prin- 
ciples and practice of progressive federal 
laws. 
Additional Powers Granted. 

As the substitute bill is dissected by Or- 
vile F. Berry, chairman of the railway and 
Warehouse commission, it conserves to the 
commission all of the powers now granted, 
and confers upon the board these additional 


powers: | 

Jurisdiction over the subject of the de- 
murrage, of refund of overcharge on 
freight rates and of returm of overcharge 
On passenger rates. 

Power to fix through routes and rates. 

Power to fix joint rates. 

Jurisdiction over express companies, 
Steamboat lines, and sleeping car com- 
panies. \ 

Authority to require interchange of cars 


between common carriers. 


Jurisdiction to determine rules or rates 
for storage and other charges incident to 
the transportation of freight. 

Power to compel physical connection be- 
tween common carriers. 

Authority to establish switching rules 
ond regulations and to fix the limits of 
Switching districts. 

Authority to make investigation of the 
general business management of common 
carriers in relation to the distribution of 

$, granting of sidings, location of pas- 
“ager and freight stations, usé and 
©Ompensation for cars owned or con- 
trolled by common carriers. 


Orders to. Be Mandatory. 

The €Xisting law makes no provisi ; for the 

The 
Substitute bill provides that orders of the 
COMmission shall be mandatory and carried

PAINT GLOWING STAGE PICTURE 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT} 
Springfield, Ill., April 12.—[Special. }—Au- 


gusus Thomas, at the head of a notable bevy 


of actors, actresses, playwrights, and, the- 
atrical managers, led a winning fight today 
in behalf of the child actor bill. 

Mr. Thomas, Miss Fola La Follette, daugh- 
ter of Senator La Follette, Namiin Garland, 
Mrs. Josephine Preston Peabody Marks— 
whose play, ‘“‘The Piper,’’ cannot be pro- 
duced in Illinois under existing laws—Edwin 
Milton Royle, Mrs. Bertha Kung Baker, and 
Percy Mackaye made argument to the judi- 
clary committee subcommittee of the senate. 

After Miss La Follette had spoken the sub- 
committee went into executive session and 
two minutes later had sent out with a favor- 
able recommendation the substitute bill for 
all pending child labor bills, and the desires of 
the theatrical delegation had been accom- 
plished. The subcommittee’s action was 
unanimous. 


Thomas “Stage Manages’’ Debate. 

Augustus Thomas “stage managed" the 
debate, which was three hours of argument 
and repartee. He came loaded with affida- 
vits and exhibits tending to refute the objec- 
tions made to the bill two weeks age by Jane 
Addams and the delegation she led to Spring- 
field.

-ors and actresses of the American stage sent 


to Senator Juul, chairman of the judiciary 
committee, and to Senator Ettelson, chair- 
man of the subcommittee, were placed in the 
record.

-Friendly Words for Jane Addams. 

Mr. Thomas, in conducting the case in be- 
half of those who believe im permitting child 
acting in Iliinois: with regulation, as pre- 
scribed in the substitute bill sent out by the 
committee, was not hesitant in discussing the 
arguments of the opposition. 

Miss Addams wag referred to by all the 
speakers, but in a friendly and appreciative 
way. Effort was made by Anna Nicholes, a 
supporter of Miss Addams, to delay action 
until Miss Addams could be heard again. The 
committee decided that there had been suffi- 
cient argument. 

The bill is modeled on the New York law. 
It provides that any child may appear on the 
stage in Illinois except {n immoral plays or 
playhouses by securing a permit from any 
judge of the Circult court. The permit is not 
to extend more than thirty days, at which 
time it must be renewed. 

The state factory inspector shell be given 


notice of the intention of any child to appear 


before a Circuit Judge to see about the per- 
mit. It will be a misdemeanor for any the- 
ater manager or owner to permit a child to 
appear in any immoral or indecent play, or for 
a manager to put a child on the stage In any 
building where intoxicating liquors are sold. 


Wishes She Had Begun at 6 Years. 

Miss La Follette, who has been on the stage 
six years, told the committee the regret 
of her life was she had not been put on the 
stage at 6 years of age. She said the child 
who begins stage work early is much bet- 
ter prepared for the art of the drama at 
mature age than the actor or actress who 
watts unti] later in life to begin the stage 
career. She painted an alluring picture of 
the home life of stage children and the ele- 
vating influences on the stages of reputable 
playhouses. . 

Mrs. Peabody-Marks, who said she had 
personally superintended the rehearsals for 
her play, both in New York and London, and 
bad seen thirty childrem work and grow in 
their art, declared that the elevating infiu- 
ences of these stages and the perfect train- 
ing, obedience, manliness, and womanliness, 
decorum, and blameless behavior of the chél- 
dren, excelled the uplifting and ennobling 
influence of the average home of the coun- 


try. 


Mrs. Marks Mother of Tw». 

Mrs. Marks is the mother of two children 
ané she declared that ary parent who want- 
ed to be sensible and fair knew that the 
time to put a young girl on the stage was 
ata much younger age than 16.

WASHINGTON FLEXNER 1S OUSTED 


| Speaker Adkins of the Mlinois house 
of representatives yesterday announced 
he would throw all his inflaence to de- 
feat the Board of Trade bill to legalize 
“puts” and “‘calls.’" At the same time 
he issued a statement denouncing the 
Board’s methods as those of a-“‘tin 
horn gambling joint.’’ 

Late in the evening’ the Chicago 
Board of Trade directors held a special 
meeting. It announced war on bucket 
shops and initiated it by the expulsion 
of Washington Flexner of Louisville, 
Ky., a brother of Dr. Simon Flexner of 
New York. 


Springfield, Ill., April 12.—Speaker Adkins 
today served notice on the Chicago board of 
trade that he will use every means in his 
power to prevent the passage of the board 
of trade bill which will legalize “‘ puts " and 
** calls.” 

This bill has passed the senate and now 
is on the speaker's table. As a result of 
discussions regarding the bill in committee 
Mr. Adkins says: 

“It seems that the public press is getting 
somewhat interested, or at least is taking 
some notice of senate bill 271 and house bill 
267, known as the ‘ board of trade bills.” 


“Let Well Enough Alone.” 

“If some of the members of the board 
of trade really knew ‘ beans when their 
heads were in the bag,’ they would cer- 
tainly let well enough alone. They can now 
speculate and gamble all they please, sella 
million bushels of stuff when they have note 
bushel, and depress the market away below 
ite natural level. 

“The board of trade ought to be a pifice 
where a man can buy and sell grain, where 
the products of the farmer might be mer- 
chandised, and not a tin horn gambling joint. 

“ What do they do? Hundreds of private 
wires lead from the board of trade into every 
tow# in the country, in order that the chance 
to gamble may be stuck under the nose of 
every farmer, every man who has a few 
dollars. They hire some good man with 
influence at each of these points to get every 
one to gamble, for no man who buys 1,000 
bushels on this board ever expects to take 


and pay for it. 


Covered with Money Wrecks. 

‘The entire country is covered with finan- 
cial wrecks, men who have speculated on the 
board. 

“I believe the legitimate speculation in fu- 
tures is all right, and so long as the board of 
trade is kept in its legitimate sphere I believe 
has its. place in the merchandising of farm 
commodities. But when you prostitute it to 
any other end you are working an injury to 
the producer, the consumer, and the »ublic 
generally. 

“ The board of trade insists that a bill be 
passed by this general assembly that lays 
down the bars still lower in the matter of 
epeculating in futures. They went before the 
senate and explained to the senators In a 
pleasing manner, I presume, the advantages 
of having this kind of a law,and the bil! with 
that information was passed out. 


Senators Not Advised. 

“YT am thoroughly satisfied that if the 
senators had been fully advised from the 
other side they would not have passed the 
bill out so readily. 

“The speaker will insist that before this 
bill is considered by the house a full hearing 
be had before a committee of the whole 
house from both sides, that no question will 
remain in the minds of the members of the 
house as to the advisability of paseing such 
a law. 

“If the board is anxious to impart this 
information to the house the speaker will 
use every effort to have the house resolved 
into a committee of the whole, and they can 
bring any men they please to explain the 
proposition from the standpoint of the spon- 
sors of this bill. 

“The speaker wil) see to ft that the house 
is informed of the reasons why this bill should 
never became a law. 


Will Be No Doubt. 

“Every phase of thé speculation in fu- 
tures in farm products wil! be fully brouhgt 
out and discussed and incidentally e# the 
meane used by such members of the board 
in endeavoring to pass this bill will be fully 
explained. When this hearing is over there 
will be no doubt in the minds of this house 
and in the minds of the people of Illinois as 
to just what this proposition means. 

“It is significant that the sentiment among 
reputable board of trade members is strong- 
ly against tampering with the existing law. 
The only effect of abolishing or crippling it 
would be to put board of trade members on 
a level with the crapshooters of the levee. 

Merely Cheap Gambling. 

“Dealing in ‘puts’ and ‘calls’ is merely 
cheap gambling on theturn of the market the 
next day. There is not, and cannot be, the 
slightest pretense of buying and selling grain 
about such a pitiful performance. It ig a 
business suitable only for street arabs. In- 
deed, to permit the practice will promete 
gambling among office boys and clerks 

“Let the law stand. Nobody has haéésy 
reagon to complein that additionel foremp of 
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gambling were necessary about the board of 
trede or anywhere else. Pver since 1874 to 
deal in ‘ puts and calls’ hes been punishable 
in this state by a fine of from $10 to $1,000 or 
imprisonment in the county jail for ea year 


‘or leas, or both fine and imprisonment. The 


law ie good.” 


LOCAL BOARD EXPELS MEMBERS. 
Washington Fiexner, a well known broker 
of Louisville, Ky... brother of Dr. Simon Filez- 
ner, head of the Rockefeller institute, and 
Abraham Flexner of the Carnegie founda- 
tion, was expelled from the Chicago board 
of trade yesterday on a charge of bucket- 
shop operations. Mr. Flexner wee granted 
the right to appear before the directors eit- 
ting as a court and make a verbal defense. 
He bears a good genera! reputation in Louis- 
ville, where he is head of the brokerage firm 
of Washington Flexner & Co., members of 
the Louisville exchange. He also is prom- 
inent socially in the Kentucky oity. 
According to one of the directors of the 
local exchange, the Flexner case may herald 
@ series of expulsions. It is known that 
there is on foot a movement to use strong 
measures to stop’ the ** bucketing ” of orders, 
and that an example is to be made of offend- 
ers holding memberships in the exchdhge. 
Mr. Flexner did not deal directly on the floor, 
but sent hie orders through a Chicago house, 
his firm's business ranking among the heavi- 
est from that section. 


Detectives Got Evidence. 

The proceedings were the first public an- 
nouncement of any suspicions directed at the 
Loulsville man. After the meeting, however, 
one of the directors said detectives from the 
board's office had been carrying on an inves- 
tigation over a long period following com 
plaints made by customers. 

“ The local house through which Flexner 
& Co. did their Chicago trading,’’ he said, 
“ wes in no way responsible, and, I believe, 
agesisted in furnishing evidence. The facts 
stated by the detectives were sufficient for us’ 
Mr. Flexner was given 
full opportunity to defend himself, appearing 
before the tria] board and arguing his own 
ease. The vote necessary for expulsion is 
two-thirds. 

“I may say that we are determined tocon- 
tinue the campaign. The gréat criticism of 
beard of trade operations has been that cus- 
tomers were cheated by brokers’ bucketing 
of orders. The practice I cannot believe {s as 
common as is generally supposed, but it is a 
practice which should not exist at all and for 
which the better element has no use. 


No Favors for Members. 

“Pablic declamation against bucketing 
Goes no good. The only cure is prosecution, 
or expulsion from exchanges. The present 
campeign is largely to show the sincerity of 
the board in its public condemnation of ib 
legitimate work by its members I for one 
em going to do my best to run it out, and if 
our investigations show us that our own 
members are at fault they must suffer.” 

Mr. Flexner came to Chicago during the 
Gay, accompanied by his wife. Immediately 
after the termination of his “trial” he re- 
turned to his hotel and) left the city, probably 
returning to Louisville. 

Mrs. Flexner, wife of the expelled trader, is 
a niece of Julius Barkhouse, a retired busi- 
ness man living at the Lakota hotel, now 
traveling in Europe. She ts a daughter of 
Louis Barkhouse, a wealthy retired whisky 
dealer of Louisville, and with her husband 
is well known in Jewish social circles of that 
city. Mr. Flexner has been engaged in the 
stock and bond brokerage business for a 
number of years. 


HOUSE COMMITTEE DECIDES 
ON TAKING OVER DUNNING. 


Agreement Made to Provide $450,000 


for Expenses of Concern—Bartzen Ap- 
pears at Hearing. 


Springfield, M!., April 12—[Spectal.]—Cook 
county’s institutions at Dunning will be 
turned over to state control and be con- 
verted into a general insane hospital for 
Cook county patients on July 1 by the terms 
of an agreement ratified today by the house 
committee on appropriations. 

The appropriations committee agreed to 
place on the omnibus appropriations bill an 
item for the appropriation of $450,000, which 
will care for the ordinary and extraordinary 
expenses of Dunning untill July 1, 1918, the be- 
ginning of the next legislative biennium. The 
enabling legislation for the taking over of 
Dunning by the state was enacted by the last 
general assembly. 

Peter Bartzen, president of the beard of 
Cook county commissioners, appeared before 
the committee {n behalf of Dunning. They 
gaid the county budget provided maintenance 
for the Dunning institutions sufficient to 
carry them to Jan. 1, 1912, and that the county 
board would be prepared to furnish the funds 
necessary to keep them in operation until 
the beginning ofthe second year of the pres- 
ent biennial period for which appropriations 
are made by the general assembly.

/SURFRAGISTS WIN TEST VOTE 


Brown Bill Put on Second Reading 
by Illinois House. - 


TICE OUTWITS OPPONENTS. 


Women Jubilant and Further Success 
Is Predicted. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Springfield, Ill., April 12.—{Special.}—Wom- 
en won their first real test in the house this 
morning when the Brown suffrage bill was 
placed on the calendar for second reading by 
a vote of 76 to 68. 

Representative Tice, introducer of the 
house bill identical with the senate bill, took 
the opposition led by the Democratic ma.a- 
gers and the reactionary Republicans by sur- 
prise and forced the test roll call. 

The result is hailed by the lobby which Miss 
Harriet Grim heads in behalf of the suffra- 
gists as a distinct victory, and effort is to be 
made tomorrow to shove the bill through 
second reading and om to the final stage. 

The pro-suffrage votes lacked three of the 
necessary constitutional majority had the 
bill been on Its passage, but it is figured by 
friends of the votes for women propaganda 
that there will be sufficient from those mizs- 
ing to assure its passage. 


Reported Without Recommendation. 
No debate preceded the roll call. Chair- 
man Perkins of the elections committee 
changed the tactics which had been predicted 
last night and reported the bill in from the 
committee without recommendation, just as 
he had reported the Tice bill earlier in the 
session. It had been the expectation that the 
bill would come in with a favorable report, 
which would have placed it immediately 
upon the wurder of second reading. 
Representative Tice was on his feet imme- 
diately and moved that the Brown bill go 
on the calendar in its proper place. Repre- 
sentatives Alschuler and Lee O'Neil Browne, 
who had just wound up their fight againet 
the county local option bill, were not look- 
ing for this development, and the question 
was about to be put when they got wind of 
what was in progress. There was a wild 
rush for the speaker's stand and a roar of 


objections. 


Adkins Oorrects Inadvertence, 

Speaker Adkins inadvertently ruled that 
objection had been made and that the bill 
could not go on the calendar without a two- 
thirds vote. Representative Tice claimed the 
house was working in regular order and that 
a majority was sufficient. Speaker Adkins 
admitted he had been wrong, and while yells 
for a roll call were coming from all over the 
house he directed the roll to be called. No 
demonstrations. 

The bill as it stands on the calendar carries 
with it the referendum clause, requiring tliat 
it be adopted by any municipality or political 
subdivision which wishes to grant the right 
of woman suffrage on offices created by stat- 
ute, and does not apply to constitutionally 
created offices.

Committee of Illinois House 
Makes Appropriation for 
System $2,000,000. 


REPLY TO “2 MILL” PLEA. 


McGuire’s Teachers’ Pension 
Fund Bills Are Acted Upon 
Favorably. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, IL, Apri) 12.—[{Special.]—Iilt- 
nois will double the general appropriation for 
the maintenance of the public scheol system 
and make it $2,000,000 annually. This was 
agreed upon tonight in the house appropria- 
tlons committee, and is intended to answer 
the demands of the public schoo) interests 
for the proposed “ 2 mil! tax.’’ 

Chairman Shanahan said the §$2,000,000 
item will go into the general omnibus bill 
covering the state's general necessities, and 
that there is little question about the senate 
accepting the suggestion of the house. Mr. 
Shanahan figures the net gain to the school] 
fund will be about $4,000,000 by the practical] 
working of the appropriation bills in connec- 
tion with the school tax system as applied 
locally over the state. 


Squabble Settled, Is Belief. 

The State Teachers’ association last De- 
cember adopted resolutions asking for the 
“2 mill tax’ and a lobby has been in Spring- 
field urging the passage of such a measure 
It was figured by the appropriation managers 
that to double the public school appopriation 
out of the genera! fund would answer every 
requirement stipulated by the backers of the 
increased tat rate proposal and the action of 
the house committee is taken as settling the 
school squabble for this session. 

The skirmishes over the educational bille 
in the senate committee have been among the 
warmest of the winter and the pro-schodo) 
forces, led by Senator Magill, himself a 
schoolmaster, have taken the lead jn ad- 
vanced school legislation. 

It wae reported in some quarters that the 
house policy will not be acceptable to this 
element in the senate, but the presumiption 
is that a genera) appropriations policy has 
been adopted by the financiers of the two 
houses and that the $2,000,000 figure wil! not 
be altered in the omnibus bill when it reaches 
the governor. 


Favors Teacher Pension Bills. 


Representative McGuire's teacher pension 
fund bills were favorably actel upon today 
by the house committee on education. 

The first of these provides that all money 
deducted from teachers’ salaries as forfeit- 
ure because of absence shall go into the 
teachers’ pension fund, and gives power to 
the board of equalization to apply an equal

The second enables all teachers to come | 
under the pension fund.

GIRL FAILS TO IDENTIFY MAN 
SHE SAID ENTERED HER BERTH. 


Porter on Pennsylvania Train, How- 
ever, Says Defendant Is Man Accused 
by Chicago Young Woman. 


Anderson, Ind., April 12—Miss Cecil Hill, 
daughter of Prof. William Hill of the Unt- 
versity of Chicago, failed to identify Benjia- 
min C. Barnes, whose trial began today on 
the charge of having forced his way intoa 
berth occupied by Miss Hill on a Penngyl- 
vania railroad train. on the night of Jan. 2% 
last. 

Miss Hill said she did not see clearly the 
face of the man. 

Barnes is assistant manager of the Due 
buque, Ia., office of the National Cash Reg- 
ister company. 

Edmund Lee, the colored porter of the 
Pullman car, testified that Barnes was the 
man he found in Miss Hill’s berth when he 
answered her bell call. The man refused to 
leave the berth at his order, he said, and he 
went to call the conductor. On his return, 
he testified, Barnes had gone to his own 
berth. 

Miss Hill testified she was on her way from 
Richmond, Ind., where she is a student at 
Earlham college, to her home in Chicago. 
While the train was passing through this 
county, she said, she was awakened by a 
man entering her berth and putting hisarms 
around her neck.

Then 
the separate bands re-formed and sacked sev- 
eral depots of champagne. Troopers charged 
the rioters with drawn sabers and several 
persons were wounded. 

An official list of the damage tonight shows 

- Phat at Epernay four establishments were 
wrecked. At Ay six large wine houses were 
burned. At Damery five wine houses were 
pillaged and destroyed; the residence of the | 
mayor of Mareuil was pillaged; wine cellars 
were wrecked at Pierry, and a wine house at 
Disy. The Moet & Chandon wine presses, 
gutside of Epernay, were burned. In addi- 
tion the straw covering for the protection of 
the vines against frost was set on fire and 
all the vines in the region destroyed. 

Rioters attempted to burn the historic 
castle of the Duc de Montabello near here, 
but were driven off by troops. 


Charge with Bayonets. 

CHALONS-SUR-MARNE, France, April 
12—Wine presses and wine cellars in several 
towns have been demolished and hundreds of 
thousands of bottles of champagne destroyed. 
At Venteuil the rioters destroyed several 
_ large wine presses and the troops were forced 

’ to charge with fixed bayonets. 


Disorder Is Spreading. 

DAMERY, France, April 12.—The cham- 
pagne riots were continued this morning. 
Wine cellars are being destroyed and the 
disorder is spreading in spite of the troops. 

Damery is a picture of desolation. The 
streetsare Hterally running with champagne 
mixed with mud. Within & stone's throw of 
the red banner floating over the city hall 
stand the ruins of six houses of wine mer- 
chants which were practically demolished by 
the mob last night. 


South Is Dissatisfied. 

PARIS, April 12.—A serious agitation has

FOUR HOURS IN THE AIR. 


Fog and Squalls Met During First Part 
of the Journey. 


[BY CABLE TO THD CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

PARIS, April 12.—Pierre Prier today sailed 
away from Hendon, a suburb of London, in 
his monoplane. A little over four hours later 
he descended at the aviation field at Issy, 
a suburb of Paris, having made the journey 
over the English channel and a large par’ 
of France without a stop. 

This was the first successful filght of its 
sort between the two capitals. A fi.ght from 
Paris to London was achieved by the late 
John B. Moisant of Chicago. Delayed by 
bad weather and breakdowns, however, it 
took Moisant twenty-one days to make the 
journey. 


Distance Nearly 300 Miles, 

Hendon is a town of Middlesex county, 
England, six miles from the center of Lon- 
don. The approximate distance between 
Hendon and Paris is 200 miles. Prier ascend- 
ed at 1:37 o’clock this afternoon. Above the 
English soil he found fog and squalls, and, 
going higher and higher in an endeavor to 
obtain better weather, he crossed the English 
channe! near Dover at the height of 8,200 feet. 

Leaving the channel behind him, Prier en- 
countered fine weather until he reached Beau- 
vais, fifty-four miles from the French capital, 
and from that city the rest of his voyage was 
made through a haze. | 


Monoplane Twice a Winner, 

The monoplane used by the aviator was the 
historic machine with which Alfred le Blanc, 
the French aviator, won the $20,000 prike by 
finishing first in the great cross-country race 
of 488 miles on a circuit east of Pariy 
summer.

The first message from Gomez to Madero 
was sent today in cipher, and an answer ie 
expected within twenty-four hours. Assur- 
ances have been given by the various authori- 
ties concerned that the messages w!'!] have 
right of way over the Mexican telagraph 
lines. 

With the American consul at Ansenada, 
Mexico, now en route to Alamo, to investi- 
gate the plight of the American women and 
children helé prisoners by insurgents at that 
point, the state department is awalting the 
result of his tnquiry before taking further 
action in the matter. The coraular advices 
so far received indicate that the Americans 
are not in danger.

TWO ARE ACCUSED OF TRICK. 


Western Bucket Shop Men Alleged to 
Sough $175,000. 


‘San Francisco, Cal., April 12.—[Special. ]— 
An alleged mining swindle of large propor- 
tions has come to light in Calaveras county 
through a suit brought by Clarence 8. Dar- 
row, Chicago attorney, and David T. Adams, 
E. D. Brigham, and Paul Brown, also of 
Chicago, to have set aside their purchase 
of the Alto gold mine, which had been incor- 
porated for the purpose of the sale into the 
California Calaveras Mining company. 

Accuraing to the complaint, W. UO. Manson, 
a bucket shop operator of this city and for- 
merly an engineer in the employ of the Gug- 
genheims, and John Walls, also a bucket shop 
man of this city, attempted to swindle the 
Chicago men out of $176,000. 


Alleged Trick in Deal. 

Darrow and his associates entered into 
negotiations with Wahs, through Manson, 
who was acting as their agent, to purchase 
the Alto mine from Mrs. 8.

Underwood Offers Bill Which 
will Give Aid in Re- 
ducing Expenses.

Washington, D. C., April 12.—({Special.}— 
No time is to be lost by the Democrats of the 
house fn the passage of a comprehensive 
gcheme of legislation, much of it of a decided- 
by reform character. It includes: 
j—Amendment to constitution providing 
for the direct election of senators. 
2—Publicity of campaign contributions 


before instead of after elections, as at 


present. 
3—Canadian reciprocity agreement. 
4—Additions to the free list of mumer- 


ous articles used by farmers. 
s—Joint statehood for Arizona and 


New Mexico. 
Two Measures Introduced. 

Two of these (the reciprocity and the in- 
crease to the free list) were introduced today 
py Chairman Underwood of the committee 
on ways and means. They will be called up 
eo Friday. Direct elections and publicity of 
eampaign contributions will be favorably 
reported tomorrow. 

The reciprocity bill follows the identical 
lines of the McCall bill, passed last session, 
except for a clause authorizing the president 
to contiriue negotiations for reciprocity with 
Canadian articles not covered by the pending 
agreement. 

When the Canadian reciprocity bill is 
galled up Friday there will be no effort 
made to limit debate unless the nvinority 
should demand an unreasonable time. It is 
the opinion of the majority leaders that the 
minority should be able to conclude what- 
ever arguments there will be against the bill 
within two days. Probably not more than 
four days’ debate at the most will be given, 
and it will be passed by a large majority in 
the house and sent to the senate within a 
week. 
Items on Free List. 

The free list bill mentions the following 
articles: . 

Plows, barrows, headers, . harvesters, 
reapers, agricultural drills and planters, 
mowers, horserakes, cultivators, thrash- 
ing machines, cotton gins, farm wagons, 
farm carts, and all other agricultural im- 
plements, including repair parts.

Beef, veal, mutton, lamb, pork, and 
Meats of all kinds, fresh, salted, pickled, 
dried, smoked, dressed or undressed, pre- 
pared. or preserved in any manner; bacon, 
bams, shoulders, lard, lard compounds, 
and lard substitutes; sausage, buckwheat 
Sour, cornmeal, wheat afd rye flour, bran, 
middiings, and other offals of grain. oat- 
mea! and rolled oats, and all prepared 
@ereal foods; biscuits, bread, wafers, and 
Similar articles not sweetened.

The bill amending the present law for the 
publicity of campaign contributions ts a dis- 
appointment in that it does not assure the 
publication of all campaign contributions. it 
merely provides that the political committees 
in campaigns at which representatives are 
elected shall, not more than fifteén days and 
not less than ten days before an election, file 
an itemized and detailed statement of all the 
contributions. If a congressman should have 
no committee he would not be amenable under 
the proposed law. 

The measure is an advance, however, in that 
it will enable the people to gain a better idea 
than they ever have had before of what 
fhoneys are spent in the congressional cam- 
paign and what interests have contributed to 
the expenses of the several candidates. 

All save half a dozen Democrats will vote 
for the passage of the Canedian reciprocity 
agreement, and about one-half of the Re- 
publicans will do so. Tt is difficylt to fore- 
cast what will be done with thig measure 
when it reaches the senate.

KENYON ELECTED | 
AS IOWA SENATOR 


Sixty-seventh Ballot Results 
in Vietory for Former 
“Trust Buster.” 
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TAFT PLEASED BY VOTE. 


President Says Winner Is Right 
Kind of Man to Have in 
Upper House. 


Des Mcines, Ia., April 12.—[Special. }—W. S. 
Kenyon, known as a “ trust buster ’”’ when 
he was assistant to the attorney general of 
the United States today was elécted United 
States senator to fill the vacancy caused by 
the death of the late J. P. Dolliver. 

The election ends one of the longest con- 
tests in lowa legislative history. The de- 
cision came on the sixty-seventh ballot, 
breaking a deadlock which had been in force 
since Jan. 17. On the sixty-sixth ballot Mr. 
Kenyon lacked two votes of election. 

The final vote on the sixty-seventh ballot 
was: Kenyon, 85; Deemer, 19; and Porter, 
Dem., 51. 


Good Record of Kenyon. 

Mr. Kenyon will be one of the youngest 
members of the senate. He was born in 
Elyria, O., June 10, 1869. His father was a 
Congregational minister. He was educated 
at Grinnell, and later was graduated from the 
law department of the University of Iowa. 

His public career started almost imme- 
diately with his election, soon after gradua- 
tion, as public prosecutor of Webster county, 
a position he held for two terms He wag 
elected circult judge when he was barely 80 
years old, but left the bench after one year, 
declaring that it was too quiet and szedate. 
He became the general counsel for the ILIli- 
nois Central railroad, and though his official 
duties required his presence in Chicago he 
kept his established residence in Fort Dodge, 
where he practiced law with Senator Dol- 
liver.

PASSAGE NOW EXPECTED.

Springfield, Ill., April 12.—[Special.]—The 
six round boxing bill was reported favorably 
tonight by the senate committee-on license 
and miscellany. The vote was12to2. With 
this test as a criterion the senators who 
watched the mild scrap in the committee are 
confident that the bill will be passed tn sen- 
ate and house and that legalized boxing con- 
tests in Ijlinois will become a reality.

The committee had waded through a hard 
battle over a ‘“‘dry ”’ bill relating to the pro- 
hibition of saloons in the vicinity of the Sol- 
‘diers’ home at Quincy, in which there was 
no mincing of words and in which the drys 
won out by a vote of 10 to 8. 

Immedietely thereafter the boxing bill 
came along without preliminary announce- 
ment. Opposition came from downstate sen-
